2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-23 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an air filter 
located within the rotating flow and across the flow path upstream of the outlet for filtering air from the innermost orbits of the 
stratified rotating flow. 

Claims 1-23 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in the air filtration industry.
